The expediency, if not the right, of female suffrage may be questioned. But 
there is not a shadow of doubt in our mind as to the justice of the claim of 
women to be admitted to the study of medicine, and still less as to the expediency 
of their being admitted when duly qualified to the practice of certain branches 
of medicine for which they seem to be especially fitted. As well might the 
Academy or the Conservatory «decline receiving female pupils as the medical 
school female students. It was an extraordinary stretch of tyranny that the 
medical examiners of the Royal College of Surgeons tendered their resignation 


rather than undertake the examination of the female medical students who | 


presented themselves for the purpose. What seems more natural than that 
women should attend women and chil¢ren in their sickness. Indeed, on the 
continent the obstetric art is in the hands of trained women, who have received 
their diplomas, This exclusive privilege of the male sex is no longer tenable. 
Sooner or later, the avenue to medical practice must be thrown open to women in 
fogland the same as itis in several continental countries and in the United 
Statas of America. In Russia we believe there is a considerable number of 
female medical students, and amoug them over twenty Jewesses. We sincerely 
trust that in England, too, gifted Jewish ladies will select the medical profession 
rather than the drudgery of governesses in private families or other occupations 
entailing great physical labour and mental efforts without any adequate advan- 


lnges either in position or pecuniary remuneration. We should hail with particu-

The complaint made by the chairman last week at the distributicn of prizes 
is most characteristic of the Jewish community. They are willing enough to 
give charity if a coreligionist has sunk so low that he can no longer raise himself, 
but they will not give employment to prevent his sinking so low astorequire charity. 
_ There is perhaps some excuse for the Jewish financier, trader or manufacturer if 

he is anwilling to receive a Jew into his employ, for they are unwilling to take upon 
themselves the religious responsibility to cause a ccreligionist to work on Sabbaths 
and Festivals, while on the other hand, they caanot always bear the loss which 
absence from duty two days in the week would entail, apart from the confusion, 
and even disorganization which it would occasionally produce in the establish- 
ment.

But we 
do blame Jewish families which disregard the appeal for employment for their 
sisters in a humble sphere of life when every guarantee is given them that the

RELIGIOUS ENTENTE CORDIALE. | 
It is gratifying to see how Judaism and Christianity draw nigh to each 
other, without however derogating from their respective dignity. A short time 
ago we saw the Rector of a large metropolitan parish and the Churchwarden 
attending the laying of the corner-stone of asynagogue.

THE DUNEDIN HEBREW SCHOOL. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. |. 

‘The first annual meeting of the Jewish Congregation, for the purpose of 
receiving the report of the master of the School (the Rev. B. Lichtenstein) and 
electing two members of committee, was held in the Synagogue Chambers on 
the forenoon of Sunday, the 2nd April, the president of the congregation (Mr. 
Julius Hyman) in the chair. The Rev. B. Lichtenstein, as master of the school, 
submitted his annual report, from which it appeared that the school was opened 
on the 9th of May, 1875, with an attendance of 43 pupils 39 of whom were 
ignorant of the Hebrew alphabet. Now there are 49 children on the roll, the 
majority of whom are able to read and translate. This progress must be con 
sidered very satisfactory when it is borne in mind that for some time the teacher 
was overworked, being without assistants. The report having been adopted, the 
meeting proceeded to the election of a new committee, Messrs. B. Isaac and 
Benjamin being returned. Votes of thanks to the master and to the honorary 
teachers, Misses Metz and Fredlisch, Messrs. Napthali and Levi, brought the 
‘morning’s proceedings to aclose. In the afternoon the parents and friends of 
the children were present to witness the presentation of prizes, and the children 
underwent an examination which was well calculated to test their knowledge of 
Scripture history and their ability to read and translate Hebrew. The attendance 
of parents and friends of the children was very large, and the greatest interest 
was manifested in the proceedings, which lasted nearly three hours. In pre- 
senting the prizes, Mr. Hyman addressed a few words of encouragement to each 
recipient. Next year the school will in all probability be put on a more inde- 
pendent footing, and the committee be able to report greater progress. 


THE SABBATH QUESTION.—A question of considerable importance was lately 
debated in the Senate of Pensylvania. It appears that in this state there are 
fifty thousand Christians who keep the Sabbath of the Decalogue. These, 1 
common with the Jews, find themselves greatly aggrieved by the existing strict 
Sunday laws.

The next point for enquiry 
before deciding as to the value of any poem is, whether its author is (God- 
fearing, but with the exception of R. Kalir, no such quality can be ascribed to 
the majority of the Paytanim. Lastly, as to the aim of the Piyutim, they should 
have contained a description of the glory of God as shown by the wonderful 
works of the creation, so that people might be led to a better understanding of 
the Deity. Most of them, however, are filled with obscure and questionable 
Medrashim, ascribing to the Deity most objectionable attributes. In a similar 
way they are censured by Ibn Ezra, and even in more severe terms by 
Maimonides in his More Nebuchim (I. 59), which have been already quoted. 

One of the most distinguished Jewis poets of the present day, Solomon 
Jacob Cohen, writes thus on the subject in question in his book AW3IyA AID, 
which is a historical and: critical review of the ritual: “As regards the 
value of the Piyutim, they are in every respect beneath criticism.” And in a 
note he adds: “Even Heidenheim, the veteran of Hebrew literature, who some 
years since took great pains in translating the Machsor (amd) was obliged to 
leave out some of the Piyutim on account of their being obscure and almost 
untranslatable.

Now, as the rabbi together with his flock 
were driven out from Mayence by the Elector Adolph of Nassan in the: year 


1442, the burial-ground would be 1600 years old. This, however, our contempo- 


rary says, is hardly credible. It can, however, be shown that the burial-ground 
must already have existed in the ninth century. ) 
railway was being built, several tombstones were discovered, among which was 
that of Rabbi Meshullam, the third rabbi of Mayence. He was the son of Rabbi 
Kalonymos, of Lucca, Italy, a celebrated scholar and writer of beautiful hymns, 
which to this day are recited on the Day of Atonement. The history of these 
rabbis is this: the first Jewish settlers at Mayence were traders, not scholars. 
When the congregation had increased in numbers and prosperity, they applied 
to the Emperor Charlemagne to bring them a rabbi from Italy at his next expe- 
dition to Rome. The Eimperor accordingly brought them Rabbi Moses the elder 
of Lucca. But as he soon after died, the Jews repeated their application to the 
Emperor. He then brought them the son of the deceased Rabbi Kalonymos of 
Lucca. This was the second rabbi of Mayence. He was succeeded in lis office 


by his son, Rabbi MeshuHam, whose tombstone—without date—was discovered. 


Now as Charlemagne reigned from’ 768 to 814, it may be assumed that this 
tombstone was set up in the midst of the uinth century. The first tombstone 
without a date was set up in the year 4861, A.M. 

Among the tombstone which deserve particular notice is that of Rabbi 
Simon the Great, who died in 1096. He was equally eminent asa scholar and 
poet, and a hymn composed by him for the second day of New Year contains a 
remarkable allusion, itis this. ‘his rabbi had ason, El-hanan, who was stolen 
when a child, baptised, and educated asa priest. Legend says that he became 
Pope, but on discovering his descent, returned to Judaism. It is difficult to 
ascertain What amount of truth there is in the story. It does not seein, however, 


to be without foundation, for at Parma there is a prayer-book written by a co- 
temporary, in which the story is recorded in a note to the hymn in question. 


In the year 1525 the Jews were allowed to return to Mayence, and imme- 
diately took possession. of their ancient cemetery. During the period that 
Mayence was annexed to the Napoleonic Empire, the French prefect from mere 


caprice, ordered it to be closed. The Jews, to whom it was greatly endeared, — 


in consequence of its historical reminiscences, requested through their rabbi, 
Rabbi Herz Scheyer, Bishop Kolmar of Mayence, who was a most benevelent 
prelate, to intercede for them with the Emperor Napoleon. He did so, and the 
order of the prefect was not carried out. There is, however, no chance this time 
that the resolution of the muncipality will be rescinded. |

and Holy Ghost” and vested with the distinct personalities and functions now 
assigned to them. 

Some of the biographical sketches of the Fathers and the analyses of their 
writings have also considerable interest for Jews, such as for instance that of 
Justin Martyr. He was a native of Shecam, Palestine, and was born about the 
year 103, 0,2. He was therefore a cotemporary of those stirring events which 
agitated his native country when the Jews rose against Hadrian under the 
leadership of the Son of the Star, and of those eminent Jewish doctors of the 
law, of whom Rabbi Akiba was one of the most celebrated. It has been con- 
jectured that the Jew Trypho with whom Justin is said to have had the religious 
conversation still extant under the title of Dialogue with Trypho, was the well 


known Doctor Rabbi Tarphon or Tryphon, often mentioned in the Mishnah. This © 


was also the momentous period when the existing divergencies between Judaism 


and nascent Christianity first presonted themselves in their full striking contrast 


to the minds of the several followers of the two creeds, and when they became

_ Another point of interest to the Jewish reader of this work is the observation 
that the rudiments of the germs, out of which the doctrine of the Trinity aroge 
may still be traced in Judaism, only that in this field they remained barren, The 
logos re-appears in the Targum Onkelos as the R71, which is only the Chaldec 
translation of the Greek “word,” and the Jerusalem Targum renders “In the 
beginning (M’wxIa) God created heaven and earth” by “through wisdom” 
‘(NpINA), &c., just as the early Christians taught that God the Father produced 
the universe through the logos by which they meant the divine wisdom. The 
Kabbala knows of nine divine emanations from the Deity, just as Christianity 
teaches that there are two of them; and even as in the Kabbala the nine emana. 
tions together with the “ Infinite” (})D }'s) form the ten sapheeroth, 80 in 
Christianity the two emanations together with the Being, from which they are 
believed to have emanated or, as the orthodox phrase has it, to have been begotten, 
constitute the Trinity. The rabbinical shekinah (7)'3W) too, in the sense 
of the reflection of the divine glory, but detached from it and individualised, may 
be considered as one of the rudiments which transplanted into Christian theology, 
favored the growth of the doctrine of the Trinity by the addition of the Holy 
Ghost. ® 

Thus Christianity followed a direction and a development of its own, 
becoming antagonistic to Judaism at an early period of its career and one of the 
first most unfortunate divergencies between them was precisely the doctrine of 


the Trinity, the small body of Unitarians excepted, professed throughout all 
Christendom. |

‘Port EvizaBeTa.—lIn our impression of the 12th ult., we reported the laying 
of the foundation stone of a new synagogue at Port Elizabeth (Cape of Good 
Hope) on the 12th April. A detailed report of the proceedings has now reached 
us. After laying the stone with the usual formalities, Mr. Jackson delivered au 
address, in the course of which he réinarked that they had met together to lay 
the foundation stone of the first synagogue erected in the Eastern Province. He 
had been fifteen years in the colony that day, and he had great pleasure 1 
spending the anniversary of his arrival in the laying of a foundation stone toa 
building dedicated to the God of their Fathers. Years ago, when a very small 
body, they had met together in that town, and choosing him as preacher he bad 
received the Governor’s license as marriage officer. For ten years he had held 
that position and performed its duties. During the last four years they had 
enjoyed the services of aregular minister. After tracing the history of the Jewish 
congregation and their struggles through the last fifteen vears, he referred to their 
determination to build a synagogue, and as an instance. of the liberality of the 
age mentioned that one of the first responses to the appeal published was 4 
donation of £50 from a member of the Church of England.

‘The statistics show that only about 3 per cent. of the recipients of 
relief are English, nearly 50 per cent. are natives of Poland, and about 13 per 
cent. are Germans. Nearly 42 per cent, of the whole of the poor dependent on 
the charity have resided in Manchester less than a year, and this proportion will 

robably be maintained or increased by the continued stream of immigration 


- from abroad. As soon as these people learn to maintain themselves, and cease 


to take relief, their places are filled by new arrivals, who weigh on the resources 

It appears that the difficulty of dealing with the aged and hapless is 
increasing, and the report very properly points out that “it would be desirable 
‘f gome arrangemont could be made to place these persons in an institution 
where they could receive proper supervision and attention.” Could not the 
Board enter into an arrangement ,with the Jewish Home of London for the 


reception of such persons upon payment by the Manchester Board of a certain ~ 


amount? We believe that such an arrangement has been previously made in 
one or two instances and gubventions from the local parochial guardians in aid 
of the support of such persons have also been secured. The subject is worthy of 
further consideration. | 
In one particular instance the Manchester Board acts in an exceptional 
manner deserving of all praise. “The guardians continue to exercise the 
greatest care that advantage is taken of the excellent Jewish schools.

Does the — 
correspondent mean to imply that the synagogue went in partnership with these 


scoundrels, or that a portion of the filthy lucre went towards endowing some 


sacred place, just as in centuries gone by was the fashion with some good Chris- — 


tians, just with such charitable feelings as mark this correspondent, who, when 
they had massacred a Jewish community, and pillaged their substance, never 
failed to use, by way of expiation, a modicum of the booty in building churches 
and founding monasteries? If so let him be disabused. Let him be assured that 
the Jewish community holds transactions of this nature in just as much horror as 
the general population ; but that as little as the Primate of all England can keep 
out from the fold black sheep of this sort, so little can the Chief Rabbi cast 
out from the community members whose existence it deplores as a disgrace 
and blot which we are most anxious to wipe away. However, to return to the 
precious correspondent of these papers—why did he not imitate the discre- 


; tion of the Court, which, with the good feeling marking Englishmen of the right 


stamp, never condemns unheard even notorious burglars and murderers, and waited 
with trumpeting forth the conjectural descent of the usurers until they have 
been convicted of the misdeed with which they are charged. We ask is this 
Christian charity, which avoids as much as possible to wound any susceptibilities 
and to give unnecessary offence? But the editors, too, must take a share of the 
blame upon themselves. It is their duty to watch over the communications of 
their contributors.

DisQuiETING news reaches us from Roumania, A fresh election is at hand, 
The Reds are likely to come into power again if they have not already come, 
The enemies of the unfortunate Jews are in high glee. 


The very last rag 


of protection at present enjoyed by them is to be snatched away. They aretobe © 


delivered over to their fanatic persecutors without mercy. The scenes of pillage 


‘and murder under the late Bratrano Ministry are to be renewed. The accounts 


given in our last of the excesses indulged in by the Jew-devouring Prefect of 
})rohoi in anticipation of the immunity which the advent of the new Cabinet 
was to ensure to him is an ominous sign and a sad foreboding of the calami- 
ties to come. And to heighten the misfortune, the election coincides in point 
of time with the departure of the two diplomatic foreign agents, who exhi- 
bited the greatest interest in the cause of the persecuted. Mr. Perxorto, 
the American Consul-General, is about to leave for the United States, and 


Mr, Vivian, the representative of England, is going on a visit to this country, 


not to return again to his post. Ifthe influence of the former was insufi- 


cient to stem the torrent of persecution, his voice was yet loud enough to rouse 
Europe, to direct attention to the scene of iniquity, and to prevail upon 
the latter to speak out in the name of one of the foremost among tte 
guaranteeing Powers. What will be the fate of the Roumanian Jews now 
that the watchful eyes of these functionaries have been turned away? How 
long will Europe look on at the misdeeds of Roumania ? 


When that wretched country first became notorious by the atrocity with | 


which her people treated the Jews, the dreadful bugbear of the Eastern question, 
which might be raised by a one-sided interference in the affairs of the protected 
principalities, seemed to have hampered the action of some of the Powers, other- 
wise ready to move in the cause of outraged humanity. The several Roumaniai 


committees which had sprung up all over the civilized world at the cry of 


distress resounding from the banks of the Danube repressed their feel- 
ings, because they too were impressed with the grave responsibility which 
those would incur that might rouse the evil-genius hovering over the Turkish 


empire and its appendages. The committees were, no doubt, in part also 
| influenced in their line of action by the apprehension, lest it be said that 
through Jews have been brought on the terrible convulsions which must 
attend the awakening of the dreaded slumbering Eastern question. But now 
the Eastern Question has been brought to the fore, not by Jews, but by

Roumanian 
oficials instigated the populace against the Jews; Roumanian prefects and 
mayors imprisoned innocent Jews, and ill-treated them, and Roumanian 
judges and juries acquitted the guilty and condemned the innocent. To this 
day the aggrieved and despoiled have received no compensation; nay, not 
even the modicum awarded to them by the Courts. he 
Can they, after the energy shown by the Great Powers in suppressing 
Mahometan mob bigotry and enforcing such a heavy compensation to the 
families of the murdered men, remain indifferent at the preparations for a 


renewed outburst of Christian fanaticism in Roumania? Will it redound to the |

But the misfortune is that these 
tricksters are generally cunning enough and are allowed sufficiently long to 
carry on their game until they have created an organisation which is able to 
maintain itself after the disappearance of the founder. They rally round 
their banner bigots and men as cunning as themselves.

Such was the casein London. In what way the ball rolls andin what way it is kept 
rolling may be best illustrated by an example. We, therefore, copy the 
following from the Norwich Argus, a paper which while showing up the 
astute agent who makes a living out of apostacy, also endeavours to open 
the eyes of the dupes: 


“On Sunday sermons were preached in some of the churches in Ipswich on

In all countries were to be seen the efforts of the 
Jews, who were always endeavouring: to undermine the power of Christians, and 
what if this were to be permitted to go on would be the state of things which 
would exist when the Jews came tothe front?’ The italics are our own, and 
we give more point to the words so distinguished in order to show their utter 
untruthfulness, for it is everywhere known and universally acknowledged— 
indeed, it is one of the chief characteristics of the Jewish race that they never 
attempt to urge their convictions in any way, on those of other religions, and as 
for endeavouring to undermine the power of Christians, never was anything 


more opposed to the Judaic mind., Indeed, it is just the contrary with them ; 


they desire to leave and to be left alone. These veracious statements of Mr. 
Wolkenberg leads us to the inevitable conclusion that-his truth-telling is about 
on a par with the “ weathercockism” of his religions beliefs. |

He reminds the champion of the church militant that he has 
only done half the bidding of his master, leaving nndone the other half 
which ‘runs thus: “ But into whatever city you enter, and they receive you 
not, go your ways out into the streets of the same and say, ‘even the very 
dust of your city which cleaveth on us, we do wipe off against you’” (Luke 
xiy, 11), and then continues: “If indeed you are desirous of doing your 
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master’s bidding, then it is clearly your duty to depart from us who have 
given you repeated and unmistakeable evidence that we do not want and 

“dever will receive you.” The Rev. Mr. Krne not being a hypocrite and a 
swindler as Fry was and as Naruans is, and not haying to make a living 
out of dupes, the chances are that when he sees the futility of his efforts he 
"will desist from his evil ways. No organisation will be formed by him and he 


will have no motive for deceiving any one by pretended or bought conversions. 


‘We are therefore in hopes that these conversionist annoyances will die away. 
In any case great praisé is due to the Rev. Mr. Gotpreicu for having 


so zealously and 80 ably encountered his opponent, and to his congregation 
for having so well appreciated his production and encouraged him to publish 


it. Did we Jews exhibit only a tithe of the zeal in defence of our cause 
displayed by our enemies in the attack, their number would not have grown 


so fast as it did. There are quite enough liberal-minded Christians open to 


conviction and ready to listen if we were only to speak out, but whocondemn us in 
contumaciam. Silence gives consent. This may not always be true.

JEWISH POPULATION IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


- The number of Jews in Great Britain has long been a source of doubt. No 
‘means are afforded to ascertain the exact number. We have, however, obtained 
from official sources certain figures which enable us to arrive at an approximate 
estimate. The total number of interments in Jewish congregations in Great 
Britain during 1875 was 1,230, of this total 956 interments took place in London. 
The annual rate of mortality among the general population of London is 24 per 
1,000, assuming this to have been the death-rate among the Jewish population 
of Great Britain—and we apply this rate rather than a lower one for Jews mostly 
reside in towns—we ascertain that the approximate number of Jews in Great 
Britain is 51,250, and that of this number 39,833 reside in London.

Mr. J. M. Mrers, the Treasurer, in a very able speech brought forward a 
series of elaborate arguments against the motion, urging etpecienty that as in 
the recent Examination the school had been classed as a Middle Class School the 
status of the school would be lowered, especially as the fees must also be 
reduced, and that many subscribers would withdraw their support.

It ig str ge 
‘‘ passing strange,” that this yery advocate of mortality should have died gych, 
an untimely death! that his body should have been washed ashore, and that 
“in accordance with the laws of Tuscany, that everything so cast up from the 
sea should be burned, all that was mortal of thegreat poet was consumed to ashes!" 
_. Dr. Benisch, after treating very, judiciously on the subject of future rewards 
and punishments, comes to the conclusion, ‘‘ the soul therefore must survive the 
body which has decayed in death.” The absurd supposition, that “ Moses and 
the generation to which he gave the laws,” were “ really strangers to the doctrine 
of the continued existence of the soul after its separation from the body,” he 
fully confutes, by the facts that “the doctrine was a fundamental principle in 
the religion of the Egyptians, at least as early as the time of Moses, aud could, 
therefore, not have been unknown to Israel after a sojourn of four centuries 
among them, and still Jess to Moses—brought up as he was at the royal court.” 
And it is somewhat remarkable that in the Talmud we have actually a direct 
testimony that the Egyptians were cognizant of, and even believers in, the 
doctrine of the resurrection of the dead, for in WY ANS PI} we ar 
told that the lascivious queen Cleopatra asked Rabbi Mair whether (at the resur. 
rection of the dead) the bodies will rise naked or clothed ; the Rabbi, with the 
calm dignity of a philosopher, replied, “if you bury a bare grain of wheat in the 
ground, it coines up again clothed, how much more likely is it that the righteous 
who are buried in their garments, would also rise fully clothed.” Our author 
spurns the idea that “ there are in the Pentateuch no references to the immortality 
of the soul.”’ He points to Deut. xviii. 10, where the Israelites are forbidden to 
enquire of the dead, and remarks: ‘“‘ Whatever the Lawgiver himself may have 
thought of necromancy, it is clear there would have been no occasion for his 
prohibition had there not been among the people the belief that something which 
does not become extinct at the death of a person may be communicated with.” 
As far back as the year 1836; Professor T. Theodores made use of the same line 
of argument, and ina very able article in the Hebrew Review, ho remarks: 


‘Had the Israelites been ignorant of the survival of the soul after the dissolu- 


tion of the body, or, in other words, had they thought at the moment of deatn 
the entity of man ceases, necromancers, against whom the law pronounces its 
severest penalties, could not have existed. If Saul had not known that the 
Spirit of Samuel remained in full life, although his body had been deposited in 
the earth, he would never have required the Pythonissa of Endar to summon the 
deceased prophet from the scenes of tranquility to answer his questions on future 
events.’’ Fully impressed with the importance of the subject before him, our 


veteran author undertakes the investigation of the problem ‘“ Why was the 


doctrine of reward and punishment hereafter not laid down as one of the leading 
principles of Moses?” As we naturally suppose that every one of our 
readers—at all events the great majority of them—are in possession of “ Judaism 
Surveyed,” we must content ourselves by referring them to page 37 of that 
interesting little volume. If we refer to Moses himself, he tells us “ The secret 
things belong to the Lord our God, but those things which are revealed, belong 
vnto us and our children for ever, that we may do all the words of this Law.’ 
(Dent. xxix.). From this we infer that there are some things at all events that 
Moses intentionally lett undeveloped ; but yet in another Biblical passage we 
are told ‘‘ The secret of the Lord is with them that fear Him. ” (Ps. xxv.) And 
from this we can infer something else. Judaism certainly withholds not from 
us the liberty of investigation ; and if—without arrogating to ourselves any 
undue importance—we might venture to suggest an additional reason why Moses 
withheld all distinct reference to future rewards and punishments, we would say 
it is simply because any direct offer of recompense or reward for deeds of 
righteousness, virtue, or benevolence, would tend to diminish the merits of good- 
ness and piety, inasmuch as they would then—in some degree at least—cease to 
be purely disinterested. It is quite true that the welfare and the stability of 
society make it absolutely necessary that they who break the laws of tbe 1a 
be punished, for, as the saying te, 


stealing horses, but that horses may not be stolen.” He who commits 4 crime 


is punished for it, but he who refrains from committing a erime, does nothing 


meritorious ; to be good, does not simply mean to refrain from harm. In sever

HANOVER. 


Legal proceedings of an extraordinary nature were lately taken’ in 
this province. The particulars, expressed as briefly as possible, are these. 
The daughter of a Jewish gentleman married a Christian without, however, 
renouncing Judaism. After some time she gave birth to a female child. Upon 


this the father of the lady applied to the delegate of the rabbi at the place 


informing him that the parents of the infant wished to have her named in the 
synagogue, and that his daughter in due time intended to attend the synagogue, 
and wished to have the usual prayer offered up for her on the occasion. The 
delegate replied that he had no power in the matter, but that application should 
be made to Chief Rabbi Mayer of Hanover. . The application was made. The 
rabbi’s reply, couched in temperate but decisive language, was that the request 
could not be complied with unless a promise was given that the infant would be 
brought up in the Jewish religion, since otherwise it would be a mockery to 
perform a Jewish ceremony for an infart to be brought up in another religion, 
The applicaut refused to give such a promise, but still insisted that the usual 
prayer for his daughter should be offered up in the synagogue on her attending: 
divine service after her confinement. This the rabbi likewise refused. The 
father upon this memorialised the minister of public worship to give instruction 


to the rabbi to withdraw his opposition to the offering up of the customary . 


prayer for his daughter who was a Jewess, and whose marriage was allowed by 
the law of the land. The minister, however, declined to interfere, stating that 
it was not competent for him to interpose in religious matters which came within 
the province of theology: the rabbi must be the best able to judge whether his 
daughter could still be regarded as a Jewess or not. And here the matter ends.

THE BURNING BUSH.—The majority of scholars are agreed that the Barning Bush 
was the Seneh, or dwarf acacia, a species of wild thorn or bramble bush which, in ancien + 
times, spread its gray foliage and yellow blossoms over the sands and mountains of the 
Arabian desert. It is also thought that this Sench gave the name to Mount Sinai, which 
signifies literally, Mountain of the Thorn, while Horeb means Mountain of the Dried-up- 
Ground. Of recent years the acacia trees have bsen almost exterminated by the Arabs. 
for the sake of obtaining charcual from them by barning. This consecrated wool, which 
was not only that of the Burning Bush, but also employed, unier the name of shittim 
wood, for the construction of the Ark of the Covenant and all tie utensils of the Tuer.

THE MARTYR. | 
About fifty years ago, when our fathers still pined under inhuman oppression in Hungary, a 
priest found the body of a dead child in the road between Sebes and Saras. “ These unbelieving 
Jews,” said the priest to himself, “ have in their vileness laid hand on a member of the holy Christian 


-church. This blood shall be required at their: hands, for it Is written that whosoever sheds man’s 


blood, by man shall his blood be shed.”’ : 

As the road in which the corpse was found lay in the parish of Saras, the Court, on the deposition 
of the priest which was accepted as a proof of guilt, ordered that the Jews must, within a certain period 
named, produce the murderer or be held responsible for the crime. The community perceiving the 
danger threatening them, tried by every means in their power to ward off the calamity. But in 
vain, for the assertion of the priest was credited more than the affirmations of the Jews to the 
contrary. The expiration of. the term fixed by the Court drew nigh, when the venerable Rabbi 
Mosheh convened the community in the synagogue and thus addressed the dejected assembly, “ Be 
comforted my dear. brothers and sisters ; it is the Lord’s will, He does as He pleases. The Lord will 
protect you from every danger ;-the murderer is discovered.’ Thus he spoke, and all entreaties of 
the faithful to name the murderer were in vain. | 7 

The day came on which the term expired. The rabbi and several members of the community 
appeared before the Court. The judge began: “Tre reverend priest of our holy church has charged 
you Jews with the murder of a Christian child. You, rabbi, have given notice that the muréerer 
has been discovered by you. Name him, that he may be done by as he has done!’’ “ Your priest is 
right” replied the hoary Rabbi Mosheh—* the murderer—that am I.” Profound silence followed 


' these words. No one thought or believed that the venerable rabbi was capable of perpetrating such. 


acrime. But as he persisted in his assertion he was sentenced to death, which he might escape by 
embracing Christianity. “It is written in our Law,” said the rabbi,“ Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, with all thy soul and all thy might—with all thy soul, that is even if they 
take thy life. Then let me surrender my life for my God and his holy law.” | 


Upon this he was taken to the place of judgment and horribly racked and tortured, and with the | 


words “ Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God, the Lord is one,’ he breathed his last amidst the greatest 


agonies in the presence of a large concourse of people. The rabbi to save his flock had sacrificed - 


himself, 


Long was the mourning of the community for their beloved pastor. To this day his name is 
remembered every Sabbath in the prayer ON.—* Israelit.”’ 


AFRICA. 


... From the interior of Morocco, and the countries situated South East and tributary to it, we . 
_ rarely receive any news. The famous German traveller, Gerhard Rohl fs, visited in 1864 these countries 


from the Sahara to Tripolis, disguised as a Mohammedan. The following notice about the Jews is 


taken from the published account of his journey. “Meagre as they appear they show two facts. 


First, that wherever they were not exterminated by foree, they understood how to live even among 
semi-barbarous tribes, and secondly, that they follow trades and represent the little culture existing 
among the wild Mohammedans.”’ About Lyas-el-Kebir, an inland city, not far from the port El- 
Arish, he says;.“‘The. population of the city amounts to about 30,000 sonls. The Jewish population 


consists of about 120 families. They live not like in other towns in the interior in a Milha or separate — 


quarter, but mixed among the other citizens as in the coast towns.’’ From Uttad he writes, “In 
Ottmann-Musror I had occasion to buy soap and a leaf of sugar. I bought them of the Jews, who 
live in a special quarter consisting of about 100 houses. They are engaged in trade. We came to 
Ksorer-Ssuck, one of the most Northern villages of Oasis Madaphra. Here where Jews pursue the 
trades I was enabled to have my gun repaired.” Madaphra is one of the happiest, richest and most 
populated oasis of the desert. More than 40 Ksors are situated on the river and in palm forests. 
The population consists of Arabs, constituting the largest part, Berbers and Jews, who, however, 
only in Ksor-es-Ssuck, appear to the number of about 50 families. The next oasis towards the South 
is Ertil, with a Jewish population of 200 families. Another oasis in the province of Tafilet contains

that at the present time no Jew lives in that province. 


the town of Rissani, with a Jewish quarter of 250 houses, Another Ksor in that oasis is Dar-cl-beida 
where also a considerable: Jewish quarter exists. Much more to the South-East, South of Algiers, 
is the province of Tuat, a collection of oasis in the desert. About them Rohlfs relates, * Tamentit is 
one of the oldest central points of Tuat, and was like several others in Tuat inhabited by Jews, wh, 
however, with the advent of the Mohammedans were either converted by fore or exterminated, » 
Further, if we consider the present population, 
who call themselves descendants of Jews, we discover nothing which would show their race 
for by a large iatermixture with the negroes of the South they became as dark as the other inhabi 
tants of Tuat. Still they retained the industry of their forefathers and are active shoemakers, tailors 
gunsmiths and locksmiths.’ 


THE GHETTO OF TURIN, 

A correspondent of the “Jewish Record” of Philadelphia, who recently visited Turin, gives the 
following account of the Ghetto, now no longer exclusively inhabited by Jews : , 

“The Ghetto is a great hollow square entered by double gates. On gazing around one | 
astonished at the height of the buildings, six and seven stories, each having balconies with iron 
railings. I was carricd back to the dark ages when our unhappy people were haunted by a fanatical 
populace into this their only refuge on earth, and I thought how a Judas Maccabeus with only 500

‘ven to it repeatedly even by the late Dr. Bernays in his “ Biblischer Orient” 
(see !Orgue et le Peyutim by Gerson Lévy, Paris, 1839). Now the merit is 
incontestably due to Herr Roller to have consistently applied this view in the 
interpretation of the inscription. In fact, Abbé Barges who furnished the first 
this text has found only fifteen words which he thought 
jifered from Hebrew ; and other commentators have only added four words. 
From this it is evident that the view of Herr Roller does not lack a solid basis. It 
wil be no doubt interesting to the reader to learn that there appeared 
six weeks ago a book at Vienna, entitled ‘‘ Inquiries into the origin of the alpha- 
betical writing, and the person of the inventor.’ What gives this book a special 
value is the circumstance that the author is a Christian, and consequently is not 
open to partiality on the point. The result arrived at by him is that the alpha- 


betic writing is due to the Israelites, and that Moses our teacher is its inventor. — 


However, to come back to Herr Roller, we have only to add that he has 
divided his publication into two parts, the one in Hebrew the other in French. 
The former, remarkable for its classical language, will perhaps give a new impulse 
to the Jews of Poland and Russia to cultivate Hebrew, and may perhaps direct 
their attention to the study of the other femitic languages, since to understand 
well the former, the others must not be neglected, MIN ON DA MANNS, 
for the solution of many obscure passages in Semitic epigraphies may be 
looked for only when Jews, in whom a warm Semitic feeling prevails, cultivate 
the sister dialects. It is due to Herr Roller to say that he has taken the initia- 
tive in the matter, for which we owe him our thanks.

constituent synagogue ; and two letters (one from the North London Synagogue 


and the other from the Committee of the proposed New West End Synagogue) 
willbe laid before the Council, in which the writers “request to know the 
conditions under which they might be admitted a corstituent synagogue of the 
United Synagogue.” It will be remembered that a similar letter was read at 
the last meeting of the Council from the Committee of the Dalston Synagogue. 
There is a probability therefore that the United Synagogue will soon be increased

Marzo AssoctATION.—The annual general meeting of the members of the 
Jewish National Friendly Association for the manufacture of Passover ‘Bread 
‘vas held on Thursday, the 25th ult., at the establishment of the Association, 
Great Prescot Street. Mr. B. Samuel presided. The attendance was very small. 
The Secretary (Mr. Joseph Hart) read a report of the operations of the Associa- 
tion during the past year. The introduction of machinery in the manufacture 
of matzos (at a total cost of £600) has effected a saving in the amount paid for 
labour. This saving will be increased in following years. The report and 
balance-sheet were adopted, and, after the election of Committee for the ensuing 
year, the meeting concluded. : 


JEWISH CHILDREN IN Boarp ScuooLts.—We are much gratified to learn that 
Mr. Peek generously offered special prizes for knowledge of the Scriptures to 
Jewish children attending Board Schools. About 400 children competed, and 
were examined according toa special syllabus prepared for the purpose. About 
sixty prizes and certificates have been awarded, and will be shortly presented by 
Mr. Peek in person at the Old Castle Street Board School. This School has now 
1,100 pupils, of whom about 900 are Jewish children. Provision is made for 
the religious instruction of the Jewish children as far as the Elementary 
Education Act will permit. It was. proposed that this provision should 
be extended by special arrangements being made for the religious instruction of 
the children after school hours. The School Board met the proposal in a very 
fair and liberal manner, and expressed itself prepared to make all reasonable 
concessions to meet the requirements of the Jewish pupils. Mr. A. Levy, the 
Head Master of the School, threw himself into the cause with much energy and 
unselfish zeal. Indeed, it is chiefly owing to Mr. Levy’s exertions that very 
many of the privileges secured in favour of Jewish children have been gained. 
A hitch has, however, occurred in the completion of the arrangements, which, it 
is believed, if carried out would have secured considerable advantages to the 90) 
Jewish children attending the School. For the present the proposed scheme 
remains in abeyance. The course hitherto pursued in teaching the Jewish 
pupils Hebrew and Religion for one hour in the day will, however, be continued 
as heretofore. ‘The report of the recent Government Inspection of the School 
is very satisfactory. ‘The grant is £175 beyond that of last year. 


CoLMAR.—Some time back complaints were made that the Jewish pupils of 
the Lycée at Colmar had been kept from divine service. Rabbi Meytler 
communicates the following, which he has received from the director of the 
gymnasium, to the Univers Israelite: ‘The scholastic administration cannot 
refuse to attend to the just demands of those parents who wish their children to 
be excused from attending school on Saturdays, at least during the hours of 
divine service. Consequently, [ decide that in cases where parents demand this 
exemption from the scholastic authorities of the provinces it shall be granted to 
them, it should, however, be pointed out to them that the school shall not be 


held responsible for the consequences that may result to the pupils from such 


absence.”
